The Constitution Committee, authorized by the 1928 cony ention to pre- f ‘ 
pare the Constitution for the printing and arrange for same, did so. The 44 
price quoted by the Walter G. Springer Co. was $30, with a 25% contri- . 
bution for 500. This we deeided to accept until, in conference with our q 
President, several points were discussed needing further consideration. N 


Believing that the Constitution should be as nearly as possible like the 
convention wants it before printing, we have delayed the presenting until 
after this convention and do now propose the following changes: 

1. To Art. 6, Sec. 8, add, after the word committees, “and in the gen- 
eral convention delegation.” 

Ver Art. 7, Bee. 1. substitute - ruhe Synodcial Society shall be 
divided into districts, with specified centers as follows: Emerson, Ne- 
braska City, Fremont, Lincoln, Omaha, North Platte. Congregational so- 


cieties shall be assigned to the respective centers by the Executive Com- 14 
mittee.” 

3. Art. 10, substitute for last sentence—The first delegate and her 7

5. By-Law 5, Sec. d, add—They shall also provide for the convention 
ribbon of the following shades: Purple for synodical officers, lavender for 
synodical department secretaries, district officers and members of standing 
and special committees; red for life members; blue for delegates from 
congregational societies; pink for local people; green for visitors. 

6. To Article 6, Sec. 4, add—She shall collect and file the record books 
of all officers; the bound file of Lutheran Women’s Work; the printed 
minutes, if such there be, for the current year; the pictures of officers ; 
the program; all pictures, souvenirs and clippings which should be of 
interest to the synodical missionary society shall be collected and placed 
in a serap book. 

The words, “and synodical society,” occurring in Art. 13, Sec. 2, con- 
flict with Art. 13, Sec. 1, and are therefore unconstitutional and are de- 
clared null and void and are stricken out.

Report of Ministerial Pensions and Relief Committee 


In presenting this report, the chairman of this committee is 
greatly indebted to the Synodical Treasurer for his aid and to the 
office of our Synod for a complete list of the amounts received by 
our churches for Ministerial Pensions and Relief. After a final survey 


we find the total amount pledged by our Synod brought $54,793.00. _ 


That the amount contributed during the year 1928 reached the total 
of $22,419.00 and that the amount received by our Treasurer during 
the year 1929 was $11,227.49. It is to be noted that the amount re- 
ceived during 1929 fell far short of the obligation and has left our 
churches with a tremendous burden for this year. Only 61% of our 
obligation could thus be sent in to the General Office when 80% was 
expected. It is also the fact that during the months of January, Feb- 
ruary, March and April of this year only $1,889.35 reached the office 
of our Treasurer, and with it 11 congregations met their obligation 
to this fund in full. Thus it can be seen that a still heavier respon- 
sibility rests upon those churches in arrears. The amount pledged by 
our church was $54,793.00; the total received up to April 28th, was 
$35,536.00 and the amount now due, $19.257.00. ; 

Taking for granted that many of our churches send in their benev- 
olences monthly our Synodical Treasurer may have received substantial 
payments since this report was gathered. However, it is certain that 
many of our churches will have to give this matter immediate atten- 
tion, We earnestly entreat the pastors of those churches which failed 
to meet their obligation to this fund to co-operate with the local chair- 


man in their congregations to gather in the amount of pledges made 


without any further loss of time. To delay this matter will be most 
harmful to the cause and is damaging to those who gave us their 


For your convenience a complete list is attached setting forth 


the standing of our churches.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF TABITHA HOME 


During the — year Tabitha Home has given shelter to 93 
boys and girls. There are at present 34 girls and 39 boys, a total 
of 73 in the home. This means that Nazareth, the building for 
children, is crowded to capacity. | | 

Seventy-seven aged have found a home at Tabitha the past 
year. 14 aged were admitted, three were dismissed, 13 passed on to 
the other life, leaving at present 29 men and 32 women, a total of 
61, in the aged department. 3 

This is a splendid record of serving love, but many others have 
made application who could not be admittted for lack of room, 
which we trust may be provided at a very early. date. 

Receipts from all sources the past year totaled $56465.78. 
Expenses include $7998.75 for plant operation, $12618.44 for cost 
of service rendered, $19327.40 for administrative expenses, 1022.42 
for funeral expenses and $3296.50 for equipment. Total disburse- } 
ments of $44263.51. This leaves a balance of $12202.27 divided as 
follows: Building fund $9942.00; general fund $3240.00 and cash 
in office $19.41. These figures are of December 31, 1929. However 
outstanding bills always wipe out any balance in the general fund 
and Tabitha needs your help as never before. 

Contributions from the Nebraska Synod include $1144.79 from 3

local congregations. was apparently overlooked by the Executive 
Committee. erefore, that phase of work by which the Synodical 
Committtee would present information to the Congregational Comm- 
ittees was not carried out to the full and proper extent. | 


In October, requests were sent to all of the churches of the Syn 
inclosing self-addressed post cards by which the pastors could return 
to the ical Committee the names of the members of their local 
Ste ip Committees. Out of approximately forty-five requests for 
this information there were sixteen returned.

tion this year to experimenting with the Combination Service. . 


we have corresponded with a number of pastors in several Sy- 
nods, who have used this Service, securing their plans and results. 


The Committee addressed a letter to Nebraska Synod pastors in 
September, inviting their trial of the Service, and another in October 
to pastors, Secretaries of Church Councils, and Church School Super- 
intendents. In January, a four-page brochure was mailed to the same 
pt outlining three suggested plans of the Combination Service. 

embers of the Committee corresponded extensively with pastors in- 
terested. 

Eight — 1 — in our Synod have tried the Service. Two of 
them - Kountze Memorial and St. Luke’s, Omaha, have used it for 
some years, successfully, but to follow it with the regular morning 
worship alone, at the usual hour. Of the six others, four - Hampton, 
Verdon, Allen, Spencer - find it decidedly a success. Two - Auburn 
and Emerson - have found the objections strenuous to make it ad- 
visable to discontinue the Service, at least temporarily. 

Your Committee co-operated, during the year, with the Foreign 
Missions Committee of Synod, by sending out a letter, on January 6, 
to Church School Superintendents, stressing the Foreign Mission Day 
offering during the Epiphany season.

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For the College year of 1928-1929 the total enrollment in the 
College of Arts and Sciences was 510 and in the School of Business

shows an increase this year over last. The freshman class enrollment 
for last year was 89 and for this year it was 110. It is to be noted 
that Midland has enjoyed an increase in enrollment despite the fact 
that generally among Middle Western colle there has been a de- 
crease, The nsion Department increased from 39 to 85.

Committee to take the matter up with the Martin Luther Seminary. 
After a meeting of the Executive Committee with the Executive 
Committee of the Martin Luther Seminary, it was decided to make a 
unified campaign, and in our opinion this is the most satisfactory thing 
accomplished by the Executive Committee during the past year. The 
plans are to have the campaign from September Ist to November Ist 
and it is tentatively planned to have the firm of Ward, Wells and 
Dreshman, with Mr. H. T. Beaver in charge, conduct the campaign.

Money received in the City of Fre- 
mont is to go to Midland College and that received in the City of 
Lincoln is to go to Martin Luther Seminary. No definite agreement has 
been reached with regard to the money subscribed by Nebraska Synod 
churches in Fremont and Lincoln. |
